PREFACE 


Anna Harrington Warner was born 24 Feb. 1886, Mound City, Kans., died 23 Sept. 1945, 
Stoneham, Mass., grandaughter of Electa Conkey Gray, daughter of Eli Gray, No. 36 in this 
genealogy. In tracing her Gray ancestry, Mrs. Warner found very little published material 
about the family and same of that very sketchy. She therefore decided to collect material 
which could be the basis of a John Gray Genealogy. Because of her interest, she was elected 
President of the Gray Family Association of Templeton, Mass., which office she held at the 
time of her death. 


The following material is based largely on town records, vital and historical; land and 
probate records; cemetery, census, pension, and family records. Some interesting discoveries 
were made. One published account states that the early records of the town of Bridport, Vt., 
were burned but Mrs. Warner found that the Town Clerk still had them. The Town Clerk of Salen, 
N. Y., told Mrs. Warner that the early records of the town had been sold to a private collector 
but she found them in the State Library in Albany. 


Acknowledgment is made of the help given Mrs. Warner by the following people: Perry 
Darwin Gray, who died in Coldwater, Mich., 13 Aug. 1949, grandson of Eli Gray, No. 80; Fred 
Joel Cray, grandson of Truman Gray, No. 88, who was living in Irwin, M., in 1944, and had the 
genealogical records of his brother, Norman Clay Gray, who died 8 Oct. 1926, Chicago, Ill., 
author of "Ancestorsand Descendants of Barber and Uel Gray", 1915; Mrs. Nellie Gray Elder, who 
died 23 Jan. 1942, Amherst, Mass., grandaughter of Amos Gray, No. 105; Lucy Alden Gray of 
Ashfield, Mass., grandaughter of David Gray, No. 83; and Mrs. Ruth Thayer Ravenscroft of 
Colorado Springs, Colo. M. D. Raymond's "Gray Families” also has same material about the 
Worcester Grays. 


There were at least three separate Gray families among the Scotch-Irish who settled in 
Worcester, Mass., between 1718 and 1730. These were the families of John Gray, Matthew Gray, 
Sr., and William Gray, Sr. 


John and wife Elizabeth Gray were parents of Matthew, Jr.; John, Jr.; and Samuel and, very 
probably, also, of Mary; William, Jr.; Robert; James; and Sarah. 


Matthew Gray, Sr., and wife Joan were the parents of Matthew, 3rd, and very probably of 
Robert of Western (now Warren), Mass., Jemima, Jane and, perhaps, Margaret. Matthew was a 
weaver and Charles Nutt in "Worcester and Its People", 1919, states that he was probably a 
brother of John Gray. 


William Gray, Sr., and wife Margaret were parents of Hugh and William, 3rd, and perhaps 
others. Known descendants settled in New York State anid Kalamazoo, Mich. 


All places named below are located in Massachusetts unless otherwise noted. 
I. 1. JQHN GRAY, b. ab. 1660, near Londonderry, Northern Irelend; probably died between 4 


Apr. 1739 and 18 Aug. 1740, Worcester; m. ELIZABETH ----, who d. after 1 July 1730, probably at 
Worcester. 


John Gray's ancestors are said to have been in Perthshire in 1300 and to have emigrated 
fran Argyllshire, Scotland, in 1612 to the North of Ireland. In addition to other troubles, 
the winter of 1717-18 in Ulster was very trying with much sickness. As a result, four Presby- 
terian ministers, with portions of their congregations, determined to emigrate to America. A 

e communication, dated 26 Mar. 1718, asking for "Suitable incouragement” was addressed to Gov. 
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Shute of Massachusetts. The cammnication, signed by 319 men, including two John Grays, is 
now in the possession of the New Hampshire Historical Society at Concord. Our John Gray is 
said to have been one of those who signec the Gov. Shute cammnication but land records show 8 
that neither John nor his wife Elizabeth could write. 

The family came to America with those who landed in Boston on 4 Aug. 1718 and settled in 
Worcester where, on 7 Oct. 1718, John Gray purchased for 300 pounds, lot No. 64 of 30 acres, 
with dwelling house, located in the north part of the town in what is now Holden. William 
Blair, who was very probably his son-in-law, witnessed the deed. He was elected one of the 
first Board of Selectmen on 30 Sept. 1722 and his name appears in the town records until 1733 
when he occupied the "fore seat" in the church. He and his wife Elizabeth deeded land to their 
gon John on 1 July 1730. This is the last record found of Elizabeth. @ 10 Mar. 1736-7, John 
Gray and Hugh Kelso purchased land in the south half of Worcester. His son John signed a deed 
on 4 Apr. 1739 as John Gray, Jr., and on 18 Aug. 1740, the son signed another deed without the 
Junior. The father probably died between those dates. 

On 7 Jan. 1723-4, John Gray sold land and one-quarter of his rights in undivided lands to 
Matthew Gray who, on 25 Aug. 1739, sold the land which was "mentioned in a deed fran my father 
John Gray". John Gray deeded land and three-quarters of his rights in undivided lands to 
William Gray on the seme day as the deed to Matthew. Later William exchanged some of this 
land for land of John, Jr., and on 3 May 1725, sold to Robert his three-fourth's rishts in un- 
divided lands. On the same day Matthew sold to Robert the one-fourth right that he had ac- 
quired from his father the previous year. Therefore it seems probable that William and Robert 
were sons of John, Sr. John Gray, Sr., gave land and buildings to his son John on 28 Oct. 
1726, probably at the time of the latter's marriage. Son Samuel received land fron his 
father on 8 June 1730. Proof of the relationship of James Gray is found in the "Journal of 
the Rev. John Ballantine", Westfield 1737-1774, Transcribed and Annotated by Joseph D. 
Bartlett, 1886. James and Elizabeth Gray of Holden and Westfield had a daughter Catherine who 
married Capt. John Gray of Westfield. Capt. John was son of Robert Gray, No. 41, who died in 
Worcester 16 Jan. 1766. 9 Feb. 1766, Rev. Ballantine said prayers for "John Gray, for 
father's death" and for “James Gray, for brother's death at Worcester". James Gray died in 
Westfield on 28 May 1771 and on 2 Jume Rev. Ballantine said prayers "for Widow Elizabeth Gray 
for death of her husband" and for "John Gray and wife for death of father". On 4 June 17%. 
William Gray, at the desire of his sister Mary, was appointed by the court at Cambridge to ad- 
minister, with her, the estate of her husband William Blair who had died in Framingham. John 
and Robert Gray of Worcester were sureties for the administrator's bond.

II. 2. MATTHEW GRAY (John 1), b. ab. 1692, Ireland; d. 21 Sept. 1756, ae. 66, Pelham; m. ab. 
1715-6, MARGARET ----, d. after 1 Feb. 1762, probably Pelham. 

The first recom found of Matthew Gray was on 17 Feb. 1723 when he bought land in 
Worcester. The Scotch-Irish who settled in Worcester were Presbyterians. In 1737, they peti- 
tioned to be freed from supporting the town's minister. The petition was voted dom and, be- 
cause of the feeling which ensued, a group decided to withdraw and set up a town for "such as 
were inhabitants of the Kingdom of Ireland, or their descendants, being Protestants". The 
town, called “Lisbourn Propriety", included what later became Pelham and parts of Prescott and 
Enfield. Om 28 Oct. 1738, as Matthew Gray, Jr., he signed the articles of agreement for the 
settlement of the new town and drew homelot No. 18. He bought homelot No. 45 on 28 Aug. 1739 
and settled there. He was elected Town Treasurer in 1740, Town Moderator 1744-5 and surveyor a

in 1745, 46, and 47. His will, dated 3 Sept. 1758, probated at Northampton 14 Nov. 1756, be- 
queathed to wife Margaret, sons Matthew, Moses, John, Aaron, Joshua, and Joseph and to daugh- 
ters Jean, Mary, Martha, and Margaret; and to grandchildren Margaret and Matthew Clark and 
John and Matthew Rankin. The widow Margaret was given third division lot No. 22 which she sold 
on 1 Feb. 1762.

1718, 
JEAN CLARE, b. ab. 1698, Ireland; d. 12 Ang. 1780, Pelham, daughter of Lt. John and Agnes 
(Adams) Clark of Colrain. 

The first record found of Williem Gray, a cordwainer, was when he was elected fence viewer 
in Worcester in 1722. He and his wife Jean sold their Worcester home on 16 Aug. 1739 and on 1 
May 1739 he drew Lomelot No. 11 in Pelham and moved there. He was elected Clerk at the first 
meeting of the proprietors of the new town on 1 May 1740 and held the office continuously until 
his death. He was elected Town Clerk at the first meeting of the incorporated town on 19 Apr. 
1743. He was an assessor and Moderator of Town Meetings. His will, dated 16 Jan. 1756, pro- 
bated Northampton 19 Feb. 1759, bequeathed to wife Jean, to sons Jonathan, Eliot, William, and 
Adam Clark, and to daughters Sarah, Lydia, and Jean Gray, Ann Harkmess, Mary McKee, and Esther 
Hood. Sons-in-law Robert McKee and William Harlmess were named executors. On 14 Oct. 1760, 
widow Jean Gray deeded to her son Adam Clark Gray land in Colrain inherited from her father. 
She evidently lived with her son Jonathan for 20 years after her husband's death.

Robert Gray, husbandman, of Worcester, bought 100 acres with dwelling house in Worcester 
on 25 June 1734. He and his wife Sarah deeded to their son Robert on 22 June 1758, their 
homestead of 140 acres and 4 acres of meadow, the son to care for his parents during their 
natural lives. Robert's will, dated 10 Aug. 1762, with codicil dated 17 Sept. 1764, probated 
10 Feb. 1766, Worcester, bequeathed to wife Sarah, to sons Joseph, Robert, John, Moses Wiley, 
and Samuel and to daughters Sareh; Experience, wife of Thomas Cowdin; and Molly, wife of 
Andrew Boyd.

John Gray was given land and buildings in Worcester by his father on 28 Oct. 1726. He was 
living with his parents on 1 July 1730 when they deeded the hanestead to him. Om 21 Jan. 1738- 
9, he drew homelots Nos. 8, 9, and 47 in Pelham and, on 4 Apr. 1739, he and his wife Isabel 
sold their homestead of 70 acres in Worcester. They then moved to Pelham where they lived on 
homelot No. 47. He was Moderator of Town Meetings and Elder of the Pelham Church. He sold 
hamelot No. 47 of 140 acres with buildings to son Nathaniel on 31 Oct. 1767 and may have moved 
to homelot No. 5S. He sold SO acres of land in Pelham om 8&8 Dec. 1777 and died in 1782.

Samel Gray received land in Worcester from his father on 8 June 1730. In 1736, he was 
elected one of the camittee to survey the tract of land called Lisbourn Propriety and on 26 
Feb. 1738-9, drew lots Nos. 43 and 59. He and his wife Eleanor sold their homestead in 
Worcester on 21 June 1739 and moved to Pelham where he wes Town Moderator in 1743. In 1746, 
he was one of a committee to rm the line between Roadtown (now Shutesbury) and New Salem. 
Massachusetts Archives show that Eleanor Gray was grmted a divorce fram her husband on 22 Jan. 
1746-7 and on 29 May 1747, Semmel's estate was appraised at 1762 pounds 10 shillings and he 
was ordered to pay her SO pounds and 24 pounds monthly. Samuel deeded land in Pelham to his 
daughter-in-law Margaret Hood on 20 Apr. 1748. He was "of Worcester” on 22 Dec. 1748 when he 
acknowledged a deed. This was the last record found of him. M 27 Feb. 1759, Eleanor Gray 
was "non canpos mentis and her relations refuse to care for her". On 10 Mar. 1770, widow 
Elinor Gray having died intestate, the selectmen of Pelham sold land originally laid out to 
Samel Gray.

James Gray was "of Shrewsbury" on 1 Apr. 1727 when he bought 60 acres located near the 
lime kiln in the north half of Worcester (now Holden). He deeded this land to his son Jonas 
on 8 Mar. 1756 and moved to Westfield where, on 16 Oct. 1762, John Barber gave bond to provide 
care for life for his father-in-law James Gray and wife Elizabeth.

Matthew Gray was a soldier in 1756. He inherited the west half of homelot No. 45, with 

im buildings, by his father's will. He was a Constable in 1762 and 1779 and occupied pew Mo. 3

Jan. 1786, he sold his hanestead to John Barber and perhaps moved to Colrain where he is show 
as head of a family in 1790. Om 29 Aug. 1797, a Jemima Gray “spinster” sold land in Colrain.

Matthew Gray, by his will of 3 Sept. 1756, bequeathed to son Aaron 100 acres om the 
north part of the hanelot known as the Pond lot. He bequeathed the remainder of the Pond lot 
to son Moses. Moses sold 33 acres on the south end of hamelot No. 60 to Moses Gray, the 
second (Aaron's son) om 28 Mar. 1818. Moses Gray evidently did not marry and probably lived 
with his brother Aaron. On 7 Apr. 1783, Aaron sold to Matthew (very probably his son) 46 
acres, part of hanelot No. 60 and on 4 Nov. 1796, he sold the remainder of lot No. 60 to Ibses 
Gray, 2nd. The 1790 census shows him as head of a family with 2 males over 16 years old, 1 
male under 16, and 4 females. ‘These could well be his brother Moses, som Moses, son Aaron 
under 16, wife and daughters Margaret, Phebe, and Isabel. Land records indicate that Patrick, 
Matthew, and Moses were Aaron's sons and Mrs. Nellie Gray Elder reported that her ancestor 
Margaret Gray was always considered to have been a sister of Capt. Moses Gray. Roxana, Phebe, 
and Isabel were probable daughters of Aaron Gray.

THE PETER KEPLER FAMILY 
Erie and Crawford Counties, Pennsylvania

INTRODUCTIQN 
Origin of the Name 


An anonymous writer states: "The distinguished name of Keppel, Kepler, and its variant 
forms belong to that group of surnames which owe their origin to a trade or occupation. 
According to one authority it canes from 'Kappenmacher’ - a cap or hood maker, or one who 
wears a hood. Another theory is that it comes from Kappel - a place or locality. The name 
wes known in Freiburg prior to the year 1455. Still another theory is that the name is de- 
rived from ‘Kappel Mehrfacher', meaning a ‘manifolder' pertaining doubtless to some form of 
bookbinding. * 


Differences in Spelling 





The differences in the spelling of the name should not be given too great consideration 
for the following reasons: 

In the olden days spelling was precarious and perhaps seemed wmimportant. Men often 
spelled their own names differently on different occasions or a clerk spelled the name as it 
sounded to him when pronounced by its bearer rather than bother to ask how to spell it. To 
illustrate, a Joackim Kepler appears on the Ship Beulah's passenger list. On the list of 
nemes certified by the captain of the ship to the Mayor of Philadelphia as having taken the 
oath of allegiance, the name appears as Johann Jacob Keppner. In another case a Simon Kepler 
is on the passenger list, the captain of the ship certifies him as Simon Keuppler, and the 
emigrant signed Simon Kuppler. 

In a deed recorded. at the court house in Hagerstown, Washington County, Maryland, the 
name is spelled Keppler, Keplar and Kepler. In the tax lists of Pennsylvania we find the 
nemes Kiplar, Keplar and Kepler. Each of the several Keplers were in possession of the same 
property from 1778-1785 as the tax was on the same number of acres, horses and cattle and in 
the seme township and county. Keply, Kipley, Kepner, Kipler, are other variants that appear 
on the tax lists of the period. 


Origin of the German Enigrants 


Barly in the 18th Century many inhabitants of the lower Palatinate commonly spoken of as 
the Palatinate and now the Geman state of Pfals lying on both sides of the Rhine in Gemany 
were driven from their hames by the persecution under Louis XIV of France, whose amies de- 
solated their country. Many found refuge in England and many came to America. 

The nemes of some of the “imports” (immigrants) by the name of Kepler or one of its close 
variants and the names of the ships on which they arrived are given here. (These names are 
taken fram the ship lists as translated by Strassburger & Hinke in "Pennsylvmia German Pio- 
neers." Volume and page mmbers refer to this work in each instance.)

Locale of the Early Keplars 





From early tax lists we learn that many of the emigrants bearing the name of Kepler or 
some variant of the name settled in the southeastern part of Pemsylvania. Tax payers by the 
name were found in Bucks, Berks, Cumberland, Northampton, Philadelphia, York and other counties. 

At the time of the first United States census in 1790 there were seven heads of Kepler 
families listed in Pennsylvmia amd three in Maryland. There were two families in Pennsylva- 
nia, whose name was spelled Keplar.

It may be noted that the only Keplers listed as heads of families in Washington County 
were John and Adam and in Frederick County was George. John, who was over sixteen, seemed 
to be a single freeman. No other male nor any female is listed with him. Adam's family con- 
sisted of two males over sixteen, three males under sixteen, and four females. 

The second male over sixteen in Adam's family was probably a son, born in the early part 
of 1774 or earlier to have made him sixteen at the time of the census. This may have been 
our Peter who would then have been nineteen or older at the time of the birth of his son Jacob 
in 1793 in Washington County, Maryland. Whosesoever son Peter was, he very likely married 
after the census of 1790. He may have been born sametime during the years 1770-73, his first 
child Jacob having been born in October 1793. 

An Adem Kepler paid taxes on sixty acres of land in Middletown Township, Cumberland Co., 
Pennsylvania, in 1780. This Adem Kepler of Cumberland County may have been the same as the 
one listed in Washington County, Maryland. The latter county is only a matter of seventy or 
eighty miles from Cumberland County, Pennsylvania. Adam could have moved to Maryland during 
the decade. 


Early Kepler Families of Maryland 





No record has been found of where Adam, George, and John Kepler came from. A Mathias 
Kepler, a soldier of the American Revolution probably came to Maryland after 1790 as he is 
not listed in the first census. His son, Peter Kepler (1771/2 - 1847) with his wife, two sons, 
and father migrated first in 1815 to Greene County, Pennsylvania and in 1820 to Wayne County, 
Indiana. John Kepler (1773 - 1849) lived in Middletown District, Maryland. The graves of John 
and his wife are side by side in the Evangelical Intheran Congregational Zion Cemetery, Middle- 
town, Maryland. John, Jr. settled in Washington County and raised a large family. Henry 
(1813 - ), Conrad and Peter, son of John Kepler, Sr., migrated about 1843 to Linn County, 
Iowa. Practically nothing has been learned of the families of Adam and George Kepler. ‘The 
connection between the families of George, Adam, and John of Maryland, Peter of Indiana and 
Peter of Pennsylvania, has not been established. 





FIRST GENERATION 
Peter and Elizabeth Kepler 


1. PETER KEPLER was probably born about 1770/1, surely not later than 1774, and died some 
time between 1800 and 1810. He married ELIZABETH ----, born in 1773, died Oct. 29, 1855, 
aged 82 years. BLIZABETH (----) KEPIER married, second, JAMES CARR. 


Little is known of Peter Kepler, the progenitor of the Kepler family of Erie and Crawford 
Counties, Pennsylvania or of his activities. He is listed in the second United States Census 
(1800) as being the head of a family and over twenty-six but less than forty-five years old at 
that time. There were two boys and two girls less than ten years of age in the family. Since 
no Peter Kepler in Erie or adjoining counties is listed in the third census he probably died 
sometime during the decade. 


The History of Crawford County, Pennsylvania (Warner, Beers Co., p. 746) and Our County 
and Its People (Bates & Ferguson, p. 670) state that Peter Kepler was a native of Maryland. In 
the Meadville Evening Republican it was stated at the time of his son's death that the son was 
born in Hagerstown, Maryland. These statements have not been proven, but are supported by 
femily tradition. 


No record has been found of any Peter Kepler as the head of a family in Washington County, 
Maryland. If Peter, who migrated to Erie County, Pennsylvania, lived in Maryland at the time 
of the first United States Census in 1790, he evidently was not over sixteen, was not married 
and was listed with his father's family. 


In the opinion of the writer, Peter Kepler's father or grandfather migrated from the Pa- 
latinate or from Witrtemberg, Germany. Like many other German emigrants, who landed in Phila- 
delphia, Peter's father may have pushed on through the southeastern part of Pennsylvania into 
the beautiful and fertile valleys of western Maryland. 


Peter with his wife and little family migrated later to the newly opened country in north 
western Pennsylvania. The journey was made by canoe, keel boat, with oxen or horses, packing 
the household goods in the canoes or on the backs of the animals. No doubt Peter and his wife 
Walked considerable distances. Many hardy, early pioneers "went in” that way, following the 
Allegheny River and French Creek to its sources. Peter brought his wife and two small boys, 
one six and the other two years old. 


The two historians mentioned above in their histories and biographical sketches assert 
that Peter settled in LeBoeuf Towmship, Erie County, Pennsylvania. However, that Peter first 
located at Wattsburg is indicated by two other sources. 


First, in the Evening Republican published at Meadville, Pennsylvania, April 23, 1877, 
is an account at the time of Jacob Kepler's death. It is stated that he was born in Hagers- 
town, Maryland and that his father removed from his native state to Wattsburg, Erie County, 
Pennsylvania. This item being written at the time of Jacob's death and while his widow was 
still living and of sound mind, it seems reasonable to believe that she would know where her 
husband's parents first settled. 


Second, on page 179, History of Erie Co., Part VI, Township Biographies, is the following 
passage: "Milton Shreve, farmer, P.O. Union City, was born in Union Township on the hanestead 
farm in 1831. He is the youngest living son of Richard Shreve who was born in 1796 and mar- 


ried Margaret, daughter of Peter Kepler, whose wife is said to have cooked the first meal in 
Wattsburg." 


The two items above sean to indicate without doubt that Peter Kepler first settled at 
Wattsburg, Erie County, Pennsylvania. 


William Miles, the first settler to go into what is now Erie County, surveyed lands in 
the eastern part of Erie County in 1785. In 1796, he made a clearing and built a hewn-log 
storehouse at Wattsburg. David Watts went in and settled near the juncture of the east and 
west branches of French Creek. Miles in 1800 removed with his family from Concord Township

to the present site of Union City where he built a grist mill and a saw mill. 


Large mmbers of Germans, Scotch and Irish settled in Erie and adjacent Crawford Counties. 
Peter Kepler and his family undoubtedly were among these. They afterwards may have moved in- 
to the locality east of LeBoeuf and southwest of Union Mills, now Union City. ‘his would be 
in the neighborhood of lands entered by Richard Shreve 2nd. On page 113 of the Second United 
States Census (1800) for Pemsylvania, Vol. 8, Erie County, (certified March 25, 1801) Peter 
Kepler is listed in Union Township as the head of a family consisting of one male between 
twenty-six and forty-five, two males under ten, one female between sixteen and twenty-six 
and two females under ten years. Since Peter was at least twenty-six at the time of the 1800 
census he could not have been born later than 1774. Since Peter's first child was born in 
October 1793 and if he married at the normal age of twenty or twenty-one, he probably was 
born 1771/2. 


The totals for Union "Township" are given at the end of the detailed list of heads of 
families for that "township." The “townships” really districts, listed in the summary at the 
end of the Second United States Census, page 113, are Springfield, Greenfield, Waterford, and 
Erie. It is probable from the above facts that the districts for census purposes had rather 
indefinite boundaries. Union "Township" in 1800 apparently embraced a greater section than 
the present towmmship. There was one slave in the Erie census district. 


It mst be pointed out that in 1796 Erie Township of Allegheny County was formed with 
boundaries identical with those of the present county of Erie. Erie County was erected March 
12, 1800. Allegheny County, fran 1788 to 1800, embraced all the territory north of the Ghio 
and west of the Allegheny river. (History of Erie County, p. 137). Not until 1803 were the 
sixteen original townships established. (John Miller, Twentieth Century History of Erie Co., 
Pa., pp. 108-9.) Among them were Fairview, Greenfield, LeBoeuf, Springfield, Union, Venango 
and Waterford. 


The History of Erie County (Warner, Beers & Co., p. 179) contains the statement: "Richard 
(Shreve) 2d and a brother-in-law, Jacob Kepler, entered 400 acres of unbroken wilderness which 
land is now occupied, all but 100 acres by his (Richard Shreve's) descendants who mmber the 
best families of Union Township....”" As this land extended into the neighborhood of LeBoeuf 
there may have been some confusion in the mind of the writers of the History of Crawford Coun- 
ty, causing them to state that Peter settled in leBoeuf Township. 


Only the given name of Peter's wife, Elizabeth, is knowm. She subsequently married James 
Carr. The inscription on the headstone at the left of that for Jacob Kepler in the Venango 
Cemetery reads: "Elizabeth, Wife of James Carr, died Oct. 29th, 1855, Aged 82 years.” Grand- 
ma Carr during her last years lived in the hame of William Kepler, her son, near Woodcock Bor- 
ough and was, according to a letter by Mary Kepler (Mrs. George H. Parkhurst) of Hammonton, 
New Jersey, well beloved by the children in that home. Very little is known of James Carr 
except that the grandchildren were fond of Uncle Carr. 


Neither the parentage, the birthplace nor the place of death of Peter Kepler has been as- 
certained up to the time of writing. The grave of Peter Kepler has never been located. Family 
tradition says that he was buried in a field. This would not be strange for that period of 
pioneer days and it would not be the first such burial in the county. A John Wilson was the 
first white man to die in Erie Comty. In June 1799 he was buried in a natural mound in the 
forest. Peter Kepler is not listed in the Third United States Census taken in 1810, either in 
Erie or Crawford County, so he must have died sanetime between 1800 and 1810, camparatively a 
young man.

4 SMITH FAMILY HISTORY 
Compiled by Ramah Wilson Clawson, Ruth Clawson Harris & John Clinton Harris 


I. ADAM C. SMITH, b. 1802/3 in Kentucky; d. after 1862 in Macon County, Missouri; married per- 
haps twice but only second wife is known. She was Permelia Scott, born 1816/7 in Tenn. and 
died at Bevier, 1887 in Macon Co., Mo. in the home of her son Daniel. She and Adam Smith 
were married about 1838 in Indiana and are both buried in the Brammer Cemetery near Callao, 
Missouri. 


In Indiana, Adam C. Smith lived about forty miles from Terre Haute, perhaps in Clay 
County. As the tides of migration moved west, he with his wife and eight children, along 
with other settlers left their homes and went by covered wagon to Iowa, near Walnut City. 
Later they moved to Macon County, Missouri and lived northwest of Bevier and northeast of 
Callao, where their last two children were born. 


His wife lived many years after his death and kept boarders to earn her living. One 
boarder was Chas. Scritchfield who relates he heard "Aut Melia” tell about their trip to 
Iowa, saying, “One time when we stopped for the night near a new bridge, after supper some 
one got out their fiddle and we danced by the light of the campfires." Then she went on to 
say, “Finally we reached the Mississippi and as we were crossing on the ferry, my cow jumped 
overboard. I quickly threw a rope around her neck and made her swim alongside the ferry un- 
til we reached the other side. I wasn't aiming to lose that cow.” 


George Smith, a grandson, tells of the time he was visiting his grandmother and they were 
invited to a party at one of the neighbors. Grandmother said, "Now, George, we'll go to 
that party and I'm going to dance but don't you tell your father." George promised to keep 
silent and so they went. During the evening grandmother did dance and kept up with the 
younger folks. George in telling about it in later years remarked, “And I never told Pa 
about it either.” 


Willie GQnith, a granison, writes: "I was just a child when grandmother died. I remember 
it was cold weather perhaps, Dec. or Jan.; the ground was frozen and it was necessary to 
chop the dirt loose before it could be shoveled, when the grave was being dug." 


Charles E. Smith in talking about his father said, "My father drank turpentine by mistake 
and it killed him." Among the effects of this son was a tax receipt dated 12-11-18 1862 and 
made out to Adam Smith. 


Among the traditions of the family is one that Adem Smith was married previously to his 
marriage to Permelia Scott and that there were three children of this marriage, Michael, 
Alice and Kathleen. No proof of this has been found. 


The History of Macon County, Missouri in Early Settlers 1830-1844, lists: Lewis, Williem 
C., John D., and Stephen T. Smith. Many of these settlers came fran Virginia and Kentucky, 
usually to Howard and Randolph counties and then on to Macon. The relationship of any of 
these Smiths to Adem C. Gmith is not known.

II. WILLIAM PERRY SMITH, (Adem C.) b. June, 1839 in Indiana; d. June 14, 1922 in locker, San 


Saba Co., Texas; m. Sept. 6, 1866 in Clarksville, Red River Co., Texas, Margaret Elizabeth 
Hutchinson, b. Feb. 15, 1845 in Mississippi, d. Aug. 16, 1926 in Locker, San Saba Co., 
Texas. He moved with his parents to Iowa when he was six years old, and again when 16, to 
Macon Co., Mo. When a young man he was very fond of the hunt; loved to follow the hounds, 
also loved fishing and frontier life. During the summer of 1860, he crossed the Plains 
with a train of 150 wagons. While on this trip he climbed Pike's Peak and went through the 
Mormon fort at Salt Lake City, returning home in time to cast his first ballot in the fall 
of 1860. 

In the spring of 1861, he enlisted in the Eleventh Missouri Cavalry, Co. C., Confederate 
Army; served four years and six months. He was in twenty-eight engagements. In one he had 
five horses killed under him and was shot in his right leg. He carried the bullet to the 
grave. His daughter Doris writes, "Father lacked one night of being a prisoner of war for 
six months and it always gave us a thrill to hear him tell of his escape. He never returned 
to Missouri, but immediately after the war went to Texas. Once he applied for a pension but 
had no discharge and was told he would have to take a pauper’s oath to get it. He said he 
didn't need it that bad and would not sign the papers.” 

His parents had him sprinkled when an infant. At the age of 19 he was under conviction 
for sin. He asked, “When I was sprinkled, who had a good conscience, myself, my parents or 
my administrator?" He was baptized into the Perrin Baptist Church and was a Christian for 
sixty-four years. He was licensed to preach by the Richland Springs Church; was a charter 
member of the Mount Pleasant Church; and was pastor of the following churches during his 
lifetimes, Mount Pleasant, Salem, Shaw Bend, Flat Rock, Round Mountain, Shiloh, Rochelle, 
Jones Valley, China Creek, and locker. He married 125 couples. 

After his retirement from the ministry, Mr. Smith farmed, and all through the years 
when he was preaching he did carpenter work, blackamithing and farming. He was a Mason for 
54 years, a charter member of locker Lodge, No. 846 A.R. & A.M. and had been its chaplain 
since the Lodge wes organized. 


Williem Perry Smith and Margaret Elizabeth Hutchinson had nine children: 


She was 
named for her parent's mothers and born on their first wedding anniversary.

II. CHARLES E. SMITH (Adem C.) b. Sept. 12, 1843 in Indiana; d. Dec. 22, 1916, Cincinnati, 
Iowa at the home of his son G. M. Smith; m. Sept. 14, 1865 Amanda Amn Christal, Bevier, 
Mo., dau. of Milton Christal and Rebecca Barton Isbell. She was b. Oct. 30, 1835 Wayne 
Co., Kentucky; d. Oct. 2, 1894 Mendota, Mo. Both are buried and stone erected in Mendota 
Cemetery. 

Mr. Smith came with his parents to Iowa about 1854 and settled near Walnut City, Appa- 
noose Co., Ia. They moved to Bevier, Macon Co., Mo. and later to Mendota, Putnam Co., Mo. 
He was a member of the Odd Fellows and also a devoted member of the Baptist church for 
50 years. All the visiting preachers of his church received the hospitality of his hane. 
Among these was the Rev. Thamas Whorton of Unionville, Mo., who was not only the pastor 
but the good friend of the Smith family. The activities of this early pioneer preacher 
were closely interwoven with early Putnam Co. history and in his lifetime, he performed 
200 weddings and preached over 150 funeral sermons. He baptized Mary and Martha Jane 
Snith, married Mary Am and Charles Clawson and preached the funeral sermon of the first 
born son as well as that of both Charles E. Snith and his wife Amanda. 

Charles Snith was a coal miner, rising to be the pit-boss at several coal campanies. 
He started with nothing, raised his family and saved money besides. After his death nvu- 
merous mortgages, bonds and notes were found among hia effects. In politics he was a 
Democrat and stoutly upheld the tenets of that party. Aman with little formal education, 
he read widely and was respected and loved by all who knew him. One incident of his early 
life, told to his son, mirrors the exigencies of the older days, "I had the typhoid fever 
when I was young. On one Sunday afternoon while I was ill, company came and while they 
were visiting I got out of bed and went to the watermelon patch, broke open a melon, ate 
all I wanted and then hurried back to bed. No one being the wiser of this escapade, and 
it never hurt me a bit."

deaths. Some of the deaths belong to the first Franklin Society, or the 2nd Norwich - West 
Farms Society. 
The original settlement of Norwich comprised the area now consisting of the towns of 
Norwich, Franklin, Bozrah, Lisbon, Sprague, and the north section of Preston. 
The oldest burying ground called the Post-Gager cemetery contained no headstones; the 


inscriptions for the lst Society or Norwichtown have been published separately (1933); the in- 


scriptiona for the old 2nd Society or Franklin lst Society have been published in the New 
England Register, Vol. 86, p. 372 (Birchard's Plain Cemetery); the Kinsman Cemetery at Ver- 


sailles Sta. located in Lisbon, or the old 3rd Norwich Society, have been published in the New 


England Register, Vol. 86, p. 388; the inscriptions for the Norwich, Conn. Episcopal Church 


have been published in the New England Register, Vol. 60, p. 16; the long Society, Fifth Soc., 
or East Norwich, which in 1786 became the 2nd Preston Society, cemetery inscriptions have been 


published in the New England Register Vol. 60, p. 121.

MORE HANDS ACROSS THE SEA

Editor's Note: When Mrs. Hayes wrote to our corresponding secretary about her genealogical 
problems, Miss Hathaway suggested thet she write to the English towns where her ancestors had 
lived. The result was a truly delightful correspondence with L. M. Chowns, Honorary Clerk, 

of the Shadoxhurst Parish Council, Ashford, Kent. While we reproduce here only the part of 
Mr. Chown's letters that are of general interest for what may be found in England and possible 
costs if a correspondent may be found, it is fully evident from the letters that this is one 
of the unique contacts that make amateur genealogy such a fascinating pursuit. At the same 
time Mr. Chowns was running about looking in churchyards and church registers, he was also 
building himself a house on weekends and evenings. Any of our members might well try such an 
experiment as did Mrs. Hayes. Do not expect, however, to find a Mr. Chowns at the end of an 
experimental blind letter to England. But if by the greatest of good luck you do so, see that 
you make return of something more substantial than thanks. This sort of interchange can be 
not only of genealogical value, it can also create international good will and friendship. 


"I was very surprised and interested to receive your letter asking for information re- 
garding Thomas Sutton. It is of great interest to me that an old Shadoxhurst resident has 
such a family tree! 

"In the first instance I can correct one small matter in your record, and that is the 
neme of the second parish concerned. This should read HINZHIIL and not Flinxhill as stated. 
Hinxhill is a very amall perish of less than 100 inhabitants and has no parish council, but 
it has a representative on the Rural District Council. This man resides, curiously enough, 
in Hinxzhill Court Lodge (the house being more of a gentleman's residence than a farm in 
these days.) 

"On Sunday last I went to Hinxzhill churchyard and investigated the tombstones. Three 
stones in a rather overgrowm section of the graveyard adjoining the church are memorials to 
the members of the Sutton family. The stones are a little difficult to read but by taking 
rubbings I was able to read the inscriptions as they are today. 

"It would appear that ‘your’ Thamas Sutton's grandfather is one of the names on the 
stones. 

“As soon as I have been able to check our ow churchyard at Shadoxhurat I will write to 
you again. On first results the investigation should prove interesting. A friend in my 
office at Ashford is also giving assistance in obtaining information at the Hinxhill end. 


P.S. I thank you for the stamps which were enclosed in your letter. Our own stamps must, of 
course, be used in posting letters in this country, but your stamps will interest my collector 
friends. You need not worry about reimbursing me for my efforts at this end as my wife and I 
are keenly interested in any historical investigations and will enjoy looking around our old 
Kent churches. 

"If required I will send photographs (very amateurish ones!) of the churches and parishes 
concerned. In most cases the tambstones will not photograph well enough to show inscriptions. 


"Inscription on tombstone in Churchyard at Hinxhill, 3 miles East of Ashford, Kent. 
‘Here Lieth Body of THOMAS SUTTON who died Decr 30th 1775 in the 65th year 
of his... He left issue 1 Sons 2 Daughters Viz Judith Rebecca William by a 
former wife Tho. John & Daniel by the latter. He was a kind husband 
a tender Father a good Neighbor and sincere Friend'" 





A second letter: 


"Tank you for your two recent letters and for the gift packages which are on the way. 
No doubt, if they are aboard the ‘United States' they will soon arrive! 

"With regard to your query regarding the Churches, the tambstones are nearly always in 
the churchyard adjoining the parish church, which is now Church of England. Very few 
burial groundsare attached to non-conformist churches or chapels, ani only the towns have 
cemeteries. 

“When I approached the Churchwarden at Shadoxhurst to obtain permission to see the re- 
cords he stated that with the last 18 months no fewer than 3 enquiries had been received 
from the U. S. of a similar nature. I noted in the record books that every entry of a ‘Brow!’ 
had a pencilled mark alongside. Do you know whether any previous attempts have been made 
to trace the Sutton family at this end? The Church here are trying to stick to their scale 
of fees for the inspection of records, but as these seem excessive to me, I do not propose 
to pay than. The scale of charges is apparently as follows. 2/- for the first year investi- 
gated and 1/- a year every year earlier than this. 

"As the recoris go back to 1725, this wuld be an expensive item (especially as I noted 
fram my quick look over, that there were no Suttons mentioned!) However, most local church 
officials do not insist on any fees for inspection, and I think our own people are using the 
opportunity to try to raise funds for the repair of the church roof. Anyway, I paid 5/- for 
the information I managed to copy dow in the short time available md left it at that."

ANSWER TO QUERY 


1367: H-54: LOOMIS-SCOTT-STRUTT: Elizabeth Strutt, baptised May 15, 1594, Rattlesd@m , Eng., 
daughter of Christopher Scott and his wife Anne Waller of Rattlesden, was not the wife of 
Thamas Scott of Hartford, Conn., but of quite another Thamas Scott (1595-1653/4) barn in 
Rattlesden, the son of Henry Scott of that towm and his wife Martha Whatlock and who lived 
and died in Ipswich, Mass. He having married Elizabeth Strutt in Rattlesden July 20, 1620, 
they cane over April, 1634, in the ship "Elizabeth" of Ipswich, England with their children, 
his widowed mother Martha Whatlock, and members of the Kimball and Goodell families. 


It is true that the first wife of Thanas Scott of Hartford, Conn., was an Elizabeth, 
femily name unknown as far as I know, who predeceased him as it was his wife Ann who survived 
him and leter married Thomas Ford of Windsor, Conn. It will be noted that when Thanas Scott 
of Hartford was, accormiing to Savage, “carelessly killed” November 6, 1643, Elizabeth Strutt 
and her husband Thamas Scott were still living in Ipswich, Mass, 


Both Thamas Scotts had daughters named Elizabeth; the one of Ipswich marrying about 1645, 
John Spofford (1612-1678); the other of the Hartford line marrying 1648, Deacon John Loomis 
of Windsor, Conn. 


The year of death of Elizabeth Strutt, wife of Thamas Scott of Ipswich, is indicated by 
the petition filed in the Probate Court at Salem, Mass., January 14, 1694 by a descendant, 
William Rogers, stating that she had died about fifteen years before, which would be about 
1697 at the age of about eighty-five, having survived her husband by about twenty-five years.
